The  twenty-second  annual  course  of  lectures  will  begin  September 
16th,  1891,  and  continue  six  months,  closing  March  9th,  1892. 

There  will  be  a  holiday  vacation  commencing  Thursday,  December 
84th,  and  ending  Monday  morning,  January  5th. 

The  course  is  divided  into  three  years,  Junior,  Middle  and  Senior. 

The  lectures  for  the  Junior  year  will  be  on  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Materia  Medica,  Chemistry  and  Histology,  with  Microscopical  work. 

For  the  Middle  year,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Chemis- 
try, Pathology,  Surgery,  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Obstetrics. 

For  the  Senior  year,  Pathology  and  Bacteriology,  Surgery,  Practice  of 
Medicine,  Obstetrics,  Ophthalmology  and  Otology,  Diseases  of  Children, 
Mental  Diseases,  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Medical  Diagnosis,  Laryng- 
ology and  Rhinology,  Chemical  Laboratory  work  in  Toxicology. 

Practical  Anatomy  in  Junior  and  Middle  years. 

Chemical  Laboratory  work  in  Junior  year. 

Medical,  Surgical,  Eye  and  Ear  and  Gynecological  Climes,  each  week 
during  the  term— attendance  required  of  all  students. 

OUTLINE  OF  THE  PLAN  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  is  given  by  lectures,  recitations,  clinics,  practical  work  in 
laboratories,  dissections,  and  daily  oral  examinations. 

ANATOMY. 

The  lectures  in  anatomy  are  thoroughly  illustrated  by  all  the  modern 
aids  of  teaching. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  term  comparative  and  descriptive  anatomy 
will  be  fully  considered,  while  the  last  part  of  the  session  will  be  reserved 
for  a  complete  consideration  of  regional  and  surface  anatomy,  accom- 
panied by  illustrations  on  the  cadaver. 

PHYSIOLOGY   AND  MICROSCOPIC  ANATOMY. 

In  this  department  the  inductive  method  is  very  largely  employed  in 
imparting  instruction.  The  lectures  are  profusely  illustrated  by  means 
of  charts,  diagrams,  and  blackboard  figures,  and  the  student  is  rendered 
practically  familiar  with  the  phenomena  of  the  most  important  bodily 
functions  in  normal  operation,  by  the  employment  of  experiments  upon 
living  animals  as  a  means  of  demonstration. 
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Histology  will  be  taught  principally  in  the  laboratory,  which  has 
been  supplied  with  a  number  of  line  microscopes  for  this  purpose. 

CHEMISTRY   AND  TOXICOLOGY. 

In  the  course  of  lectures  on  chemistry,  special  stress  is  laid  upon 
physiological  chemistry;  the  study  of  the  chemistry  of  the  secretions, 
excretions,  and  vital  processes  being  regarded  as  most  essential;  the  study 
of  the  principles  of  general  chemistry  being  made  introductory  and  sub- 
ordinate to  that  phase  of  the  subject  which  more  immediately  concerns 
the  medical  practitioner. 

MATERIA  MEDICA. 

This  branch  is  taught  by  lectures  and  examinations  in  a  general  and 
practical  manner,  illustrated  by  a  well  selected  cabinet  of  crude  drugs 
and  officinal  preparations.  Special  attention  is  also  given  to  therapeutics, 
and  to  the  latest  advances  made  in  that  department. 

PATHOLOGY  AND  BACTERIOLOGY. 

The  vacancy  in  this  chair  will  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Regents 
before  the  opening  of  the  next  session.  The  instruction  will  be  thor- 
ough and  practical. 

PRACTICE  OF    MEDICINE. 

The  Chair  of  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine  combines  didactic 
and  clinical  instruction.  Many  of  the  subjects  treated  in  the  didactic 
course  find  illustration  in  the  hospital  amphitheatre,  and  pathological 
study  is  facilitated  by  post  mortem  examinations,  as  well  as  by  wet  and 
dry  preparations  from  the  museum. 

MEDICAL  DIAGNOSIS. 

Recitations  by  the  advanced  classes  will  be  held  each  week  on  this 
subject,  the  department  of  medical  diagnosis  receiving  practical  treat- 
ment here  as  well  as  at  the  clinic. 

SURGERY. 

The  Chair  of  Surgery  will  combine  thorough  practical,  theoretical, 
pathological  and  clinical  teaching.  All  candidates  for  final  examination 
are  required  to  perform  upon  the  cadaver  such  operations  as  are  made 
upon  the  living  subject;  likewise  to  assist  at  clinics  and  in  the  hospital. 
Thorough  attention  will  also  be  given  during  the  entire  session  to  the 
practical  adaptation  of  bandages,  splints,  and  surgical  dressings. 

OBSTETRICS    AND  GYNECOLOGY. 

The  instruction  in  these  important  departments  is  complete.  All 
modern  means  for  illustration  are  employed,  and  advanced  students  are 
carefully  trained  in  the  principal  obstetric  operations. 
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PRACTICAL    ANATOMY. 

The  thorough  study  of  this  branch,  for  at  least  two  courses,  is  made  a 
condition  of  graduation.  Facilities  for  obtaining  material  are  such, 
under  improved  legislation  in  the  state,  that  an  abundance  will  always 
l.r  provided  lor  all  who  may  apply.  The  demonstrator  will  always  be 
ready  to  aid  and  direct  the  prosecution  of  these  studies. 

Upon  the  completion  of  each  course  of  dissection,  the  student  will  be 
examined  on  the  anatomy  of  the  part  dissected.  If  the  character  of  the 
dissection  and  the  examination  be  satisfactory,  a  certiticate  to  that  effect 
will  be  given. 

In  order  that  the  operation  of  this  department  of  the  school  may  be 
successfully  carried  on,  all  students  are  required  to  take  out  the  demon- 
strator's ticket  prior  to  October  1st. 

OPHTHALMOLOGY   AND  OTOLOGY. 

The  instruction  in  these  branches  combines  didactic  and  clinical 
teaching.  One  lecture  a  wreek  is  given  in  the  anatomy,  physiology,  and 
pathology  of  the  regions  involved,  and  the  Wednesday  clinic  is  devoted 
to  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  their  diseases.  Large  numbers  of 
cases  appear  at  these  clinics,  and  a  great  many  operations  of  all  kinds 
are  performed. 

MEDICAL  JURISPRUDENCE. 

The  essentials,  to  the  practitioner,  of  this  important  department  of 
medicine  will  be  fully  treated. 

INSANITY. 

This  subject  is  discussed  as  concisely  as  possible,  with  the  special 
needs  of  the  general  practitioner  constantly  in  view,  and  material  ap- 
pearing at  the  clinics  from  time  to  time,  during  the  term,  utilized  in  its 
illustration.  These  lectures  will  be  delivered  during  the  latter  part  of 
January. 

SANITARY    SCIENCE  AND  PUBLIC  HYGIENE. 

Prof.  Shrader  will  deliver  one  lecture  a  week,  during  the  fall  term,  on 
matters  pertaining  to  Sanitary  Science  and  Public  Hygiene. 

CLINICS. 

The  clinics  have  been  well  and  abundantly  supplied  with  material. 
The  patronage  of  the  hospital  is  so  large  that  a  great  variety  of  cases  is 
presented  for  operation  and  treatment. 

Every  case  is  fully  utilized  as  a  means  of  instruction,  by  a  system  of 
examination,  in  which  advanced  students  are  required  to  diagnosticate 
disease  and  suggest  treatment,  before  the  class,  subject  to  the  amend- 
ment of  the  clinical  teacher. 
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DENTISTRY. 

A  number  of  lectures  on  the  general  science  of  Dentistry  will  be 
given  during  the  term,  by  a  member  of  the  Dental  Faculty. 

THE  HOSPITAL. 

In  consequence  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  and  the 
growing  demand  for  hospital  accommodation,  the  Sisters  of  Mercy  have 
purchased  one  of  the  largest  and  finest  mansions  of  Iowa  City,  to  which 
they  have  added  four  large  hospital  wards,  which  afford  room  for  one 
hundred  beds,  besides  leaving  a  number  of  choice  private  rooms  for  such 
patients  as  may  prefer  to  occupy  separate  apartments.  The  building  is 
of  brick,  beautifully  located,  warmed  throughout  with  steam,  lighted 
with  gas,  and  well  supplied  with  water  and  sewerage. 

PRACTICAL  CHEMISTRY. 

The  chemical  laboratory  furnishes  facilities  for  such  work  as  is 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  medical  students.  The  chemical  instruction 
includes  the  general  principles  of  the  science  and  sufficient  actual  practice 
to  bring  those  principles  home  to  the  mind  and  render  them  available. 
A  series  of  practical  exercises  in  the  analysis  of  normal  and  pathological 
urine,  and  of  urinary  calculi,  conclude  the  required  portion  of  the  course. 

DAILY   EXAMINATIONS. 

The  work  of  the  course  is  kept  continually  in  thorough  review  by  a 
system  of  daily  class  examinations,  in  which  the  student  is  examined  on 
previous  lectures,  and  his  standing  in  such  examination  is  recorded  for 
future  reference. 

FINAL   PUBLIC  EXAMINATION. 

In  the  absence  of  any  legislation  on  the  subject  in  the  State  of  Iowa, 
the  Faculty  of  this  department  has  ever  recognized  the  right  of  the 
medical  profession  of  the  state  to  an  investigation  of  the  qualifications 
of  all  its  students.  Accordingly  there  is  always  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Regents  of  the  University,  an  examining  committee  from  the  mem- 
bership of  the  State  Medical  Society,  who  direct  and  take  part  in  the 
examination  of  all  applicants  for  graduation  during  the  two  days  pre- 
ceding the  close  of  the  session. 

No  student  can  graduate  from  the  department  without  receiving  the 
recommendation  of  this  Committee  on  Examinations. 

MUSEUM. 

The  museum  contains  a  large  and  interesting  collection  of  morbid  and 
other  specimens,  furnishing  a  valuable  aid  to  instruction  in  its  large 
amount  of  material  illustrative  of  pathological  and  normal  conditions. 
This  is  constantly  drawn  upon  as  a  means  of  demonstration. 
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Physicians  are  earnestly  requested  to  send  to  the  curator  any  speci- 
mens of  healthy,  morbid,  or  comparative  anatomy—for  all  of  which 
favors  due  credit  will  be  given  by  labeling  the  specimens  with  the  name 
of  the  donor  before  placing  them  in  the  Museum. 

THE  MEDICAL    LIBRARY. 

The  Kanney  Memorial  Medical  Library,  consisting  of  a  large  number 
of  works  especially  devoted  to  insanity  and  mental  diseases,  is  open  for 
consultation,  together  with  a  well  selected  list  of  books  on  general  medi- 
cal subjects,  to  which  are  added,  each  year,  the  latest  works  and  the 
latest  editions.  The  library  adjoins  the  reading  room,  and  will  be  open 
every  day  of  the  session.  The  reading  room  is  supplied  with  the  current 
Medical  Journals. 

Medical  students  have  also  the  privilege  of  drawing  books  from  the 
general  library  of  the  University.

The  Faculty  ticket  will  be  issued  only  on  presentation  of  the  Secre- 
tary's receipt. 

Alumni  of  this  department  will  be  admitted  to  lectures  and  clinics 
free  of  charge. 

Graduates  of  colleges  which  are  recognized  by  this  department  will  be 
admitted  to  full  privileges  upon  the  payment  of  $10.00,  exclusive  of 
matriculation  fee. 

A  certificate  of  time  of  attendance  and  of  preliminary  examination 
is  issued  to  each  student  during  the  last  week  of  the  session,  and  all  col- 
leges are  hereby  notified  that  tickets  of  this  department  are  valueless 
unless  accompanied  by  such  certificates. 

Students,  on  arrival,  will  apply  for  all  needed  information  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Faculty,  Dr.  L.  W.  Littig. 

EXAMINATION    FOR    ADMISSION. 

All  candidates  for  admission  to  the  course  of  medical  lectures  must 
give  evidence  of  a  good  English  education. 


12  MEDICAL    DEPARTMENT. 


If  the  applicant  presents  a  diploma  of  a  literary  or  scientific  college  or 
a  certificate  of  having  passed  the  entrance  examination  of  such  an  insti- 
tution, or  a  certificate  of  graduation  from  a  high  school  or  academy,  such 
diploma  or  certificate  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  an  examination;  but  the 
Faculty  reserves  the  right  in  all  cases  to  examine  the  applicant  on  his 
knowledge  of  the  use  of  the  English  language. 

Candidates  not  presenting  certificates  must  pass  an  examination 
before  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  as  follows:  A  written  composition 
not  to  exceed  a  page  of  foolscap,  on  a  given  subject,  which  will  be  a  test 
of  orthography,  grammar,  etc.;  an  examination  in  arithmetic,  history  of 
the  United  States,  geography,  and  elementary  physics,  or  natural  phi- 
losophy. 

Students  from  other  schools  not  requiring  preliminary  examinations 
must  present  credentials  or  be  examined  for  admission. 

Certificates  of  qualification  should  be  presented  the  first  day  of  the 
term.  The  examining  board  of  the  Faculty  will  meet  those  requiring 
examination  in  the  amphitheater  of  the  Medical  building,  on  Tuesday, 
September  the  15th,  at  two  o'clock,  p.  m. 

ADVANCED  STANDING. 

Students  from  other  accredited  colleges  who  have  attended  one  course 
of  lectures,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Middle  class  upon  passing  an  exam- 
ination in  the  branches  taught  during  the  first  year. 

Those  who  have  attended  two  courses,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Senior 
class  upon  passing  an  examination  in  the  branches  taught  during  the 
first  and  second  years. 

Graduates  of  Dental  schools  in  good  standing,  will  be  admitted  to  the 
second  year  class  upon  passing  the  entrance  examination  only. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  will  always  be  made  to  agree  with 
the  standard  fixed  by  the  State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  and  by  the 
American  Association  of  Medical  Colleges. 

1st.    The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age; 

2d.    He  must  be  known  to  be  of  unexceptionable  moral  character,  and 

3d.  He  must  have  been  engaged  in  the  study  of  medicine  for  three 
years  under  the  direction  of  a  regular  practitioner  in  good  standing. 

4th.  The  time  of  study  must  include  attendance  on  at  least  three 
courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  must  be  taken  in  this  institution. 

5th.  The  candidate  must  have  satisfactorily  completed  at  least  two 
courses  in  practical  Anatomy. 

tith.    The  deportment  during  the  term  must  have  been  unexceptional. 
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7th.  Attendance  upon  all  lectures,  clinics  and  other  instruction  in 
the  course  must  have  boon  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  oi*  the 
department. 

8th.  All  members  of  the  Junior  class  will  be  examined  in  (General 
Chemistry,  Histology,  Physiology,  Osteology,  Syndesmology  and  Materia 
Medica,  at  the  end  of  that  year,  for  which  the  sum  of  five  dollars  must 
be  paid,  before  examination.  The  examination  in  Chemistry,  Histology, 
Osteology  and  Syndesmology  will  be  final,  should  the  student  evidence 
the  required  proficiency.  In  all  cases  the  record  made  will  be  preserved 
for  future  reference.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass  these  examinations  the 
student  will  be  re-examined  at  the  end  of  the  Middle  year. 

9th.  Members  of  the  Middle  class,  at  the  end  of  that  year,  must  pass 
satisfactory  examinations  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica  and 
Chemistry,  for  which  the  fee  of  $10  must  be  paid  before  examination. 

In  case  of  failure  to  pass  any  of  these  examinations  the  student  may 
be  re-examined  during  or  at  the  end  of  the  Senior  year. 

Students  of  the  Senior  class  must  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty, 
in  writing,  during  the  second  week  in  February,  of  their  intention  of 
becoming  applicants  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  at  the  same 
time  presenting  the  final  examination  fee  of  $10  and  a  certificate  of  legal 
age  and  good  moral  character. 

During  the  last  week  of  the  term,  having  complied  with  the  other  re- 
quirements, they  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  Pathology  and 
Pathological  Anatomy,  Surgery,  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Obstetrics, 
and  in  any  other  subjects  taught,  if  so  directed  by  the  Faculty,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  term. 

Class  standing,  recitation  marks,  together  with  demonstrators'  reports 
and  final  examinations  will  be  taken  into  consideration  when  determin- 
ing the  candidate's  fitness  to  receive  the  medical  degree. 

THE  MEDICAL  BUILDING 

Is  located  on  the  south  end  of  the  campus,  in  a  line  with  the  other  Uni- 
versity buildings.  It  is  one  of  the  best  and  most  commodious  medical 
college  buildings  in  the  west.  It  comprises  a  basement  for  general  pur- 
poses, the  first  floor  containing  the  Secretary's  office,  the  janitor's  and  pro- 
fessors' rooms,  a  museum,  library  and  recitation  rooms. 

On  the  second  floor  is  a  spacious  and  well  lighted  amphitheatre,  hav- 
ing accommodations  for  four  hundred  students;  a  physiological  labora- 
tory supplied  with  a  sufficient  number  of  microscopes  for  class-work,  and 
with  other  appliances;  a  chemical  laboratory  of  large  size,  with  all  neces- 
sary apparatus;  prosector's  room,  and  general  faculty  room,  students' 
reading  and  waiting  rooms. 

The  whole  of  the  third  floor  (80x30  feet)  is  used  as  a  dissecting  room, 
is  supplied  with  sinks  and  water,  and  each  table  is  lighted  with  gas. 
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The  whole  building  is  heated  with  steam  and  is  well  ventilated. 

Board  in  Iowa  City  can  be  obtained  for  from  $2.00  to  $3.00  per  week; 
rooms,  from  $1.00  to  $4.00  per  month.  Many  students  procure  rooms  and 
board  in  clubs,  which  materially  reduces  the  cost. 

Graduates  of  this  school  are  requested  to  immediately  acquaint  the 
Secretary  of  the  Faculty  with  their  post-office  addresses,  and  to  inform 
him  promptly  of  any  change  of  residence.
